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Municipal District Reports 


On Successful 


A large group of interested rate- 


payers were on hand Saturday to 


listen to a discussion of the affairs 
of the Municipal District of Moun- 
tain View. The annual meeting 
was held in the auditorium of the 
Didsbury high school, 

Reeve Wm. J, Bagnall gave a de- 
tailed report which covered the ac- 
tivities of the council, as well as a 
breakdown of how the tax dollars 
were spent. He said that 76 per 
cent of the current levy had been 
collected and also that arrears from 
previous years had been reduced by 
$61,537.89, 

In connection with the road 
building program there were: 30 
miles of newly gravelled road; 107 
miles of road regraded; 36 miles of 


new grade constructed; 11 bridges 
installed; 9 old bridges replaced 
with steel culverts. A_ total of 


68,000 cubic yards of gravel were 
used on municipal] roads and to re- 
plenish stock piles. 


In summarizing, the Reeve point- 
ed out that the muniicpal district 
had experienced one of the better, 
if not the best, year financially 
since formation of the large unit in 
1944. For the first time the year 
was ended with all loans paid and 
a net bank balance of $124,347.19. 


The field supervisor, Mr. Snyder, 
in reporting on the activities of he 
Agricultural Service Board, stated 
that 43,160 trees had been planted 
on 35 district farms. The weed 
control program involved the spray- 
ing of roadsides to the extent of 
over 1800 single miles with 2,4-D, 
and about 1200 miles of roadsides 
had been mowed for grass removal, 
to prevent snow drifting. Thirty 
miles of newly backsloped road 
sides had been seeded with creep- 
ing red fescue. 

Regarding the Bangs vaccination 
program a_ total of 14,262 heifer 
calves were vaccinated during the 
year, with a total of 1147 adult fe- 
male cattle having been  blood- 
tested for auction sales. 

In summarizing the field super- 
visor stated that the actual cost to 
the ratepayers for operating the 
Service Board was one-third of a 
mill.

CLAIMS EVERY HEAVY 
SMOKER WILL DEVELOP 
LUNG CANCER 

A new American Medical Assoc- 
jation cancer report quotes a lead- 
ing medical authority as saying 
that every heavy smoker will de- 
velop lung cancer, unless some oth- 
er disease kills him first, Reader's 
Digest magazine said. 

The magazine’s March issue car- 
ried a condensed version of an art- 
icle on “The Growing Horror of 
Lung Cancer,” in the March issue 
of Today's Health, published by the 
AMA. 

The article quoted Dr. Alton 
Ochsner, internationally known 
chest surgeon, as saying that at 
the present time, only five out of 
every 100 lung cancer victims have 
any hope of living more than five 
years after the disease is detected. 

“It frightens me to think of 
what is going to happen in an 
other decade when our present 
smoking habits catch up with us,” 
Ochsner was quoted. 

“Already, lung cancer has achiey- 
ed epidemic proportions, Holland 
had a 20-fold increase in deaths 
between 1924 and 1951. Death rates 
in England and Wales have climb- 
ed tenfold. In the United States, 
the record is about the same — 
the toll rising from 2,500 in 1930 
to an estimated 35,000 last year.

exactly proportionate to 
crease in cigarette sales, It is my 
firm conviction that every heavy 
smoker will develop lung cancer — 
unless heart disease or some other 
sickness claims him.” 

Ochsner was quoted as saying 
that most lung cancers apparently 
grow fast. Early detection there- 
fore is important, he said. Only 
x-ray and sputum tests can dis- 
cover lung cancer at its earliest 
stages, he said. 

The article said Ochsneh believes 
that after the age of 40, every 
pack-a-day smoker should have a 
chest x-ray at least every six mon- 
ths, but preferably every three 
months. 

“A set of chest x-rays, front and 
side views. usually costs from $16 
to $25 — expensive. but no more 
so than Cigarettes theselves,” the 
magazine said. 

It quoted Ochsner as saying that 


if enough people took such pre- 
cautions, lung cancer might be- 
come 50 per cent curable, instead 
of 95 per cent fatal.

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Notes From D.A.

There is qa danger of poisoning 
while treating seed grain when the 
proper care is not taken. There 
have been tragedies, farmers have 
lost their life; this fact emphasizes 
the need of extra care when toxic 
materials are being used. Most of 
the materials used in treating seed 
contain mercury, mercury dust and 
fumes are dangerous. 

This danger is not too great and 
when proper precautions are taken 
the seed can be treated to help in- 
sure a healthy crop without undue 
dangers to the persons doing the 
treating. On the packages that you 
receive the treating material in, 
you will find the word “poison” 
with instructions and precautions 
to be taken; if these are followed 
there will be no ill effect. The ill 
effects are cumulative and sooner 
or later, if you take chances, the re- 
sults of carelessness may catch up 
to you. 


The following rules should be 
followed: 

1. Avoid contact with skin. or 
eyes. 

2. Use a dust filter and fume 
mask, 
| 3. If indoors provide thorough 
ventilation, 


4. In case of contact, wash im- 
mediately with soap and water: if 


eyes, flush with water and eet 
medical attention. 
5. Keep packages tightly closed 


when not in use, 

6. Mark treated seed “poisonous.” 

If any of the material is swal- 
lowed, cause vomiting with a mix- 
ture of salt, soap or mutsard with 
warm water; then give as much 
white of egg, milk, gruel or flour in 
water as the patient can swallow

MAGPIE CONTROL: From time 
to time people tell me their troubles 
concerning magpies creating a nu- 
siance around a farmstead. These 
wily birds can make trouble, ¢s- 
pecially around a poultry yard in 
the spring of the year. In Novem- 
ber of 1958 the magpie, by minis- 
terial order, was declared a preda- 
tor under the Setting of Poisons 
Act. By arrangement with the 
Department of Lands and Forests, 
the responsibility for control of 
magpies in the agricultural or sett- 
led areas of the province was as- 
sumed by the Department of Agri- 
culture, 

By ministerial order, strychnine, 
in special bait forms, is an approv- 
‘d poison for controlling magpies. 
Strychnine in powder form is avail- 
able through licensed retail outlets. 
Farmers may prepare and use these 
baits on their own premises provid- 
ing regulations under the Setting of 
Poisons Act are complied with. 

Poisons for magpie control may 
only be set out from November to 
March inclusive so that desireable 
birds will not be affected.
